The  1982-83  Academic  year  was  a  year  of 
dramatic  change  and  improvements  for  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Student  Associ- 
ation. The  work  began  early  in  the  summer  to 
brainstorm  and  organize  for  the  upcoming 
year.  The  fall  quarter  saw  visitations  by  Ex 
Comm  officers  to  every  floor  on  campus  and 
the  establishment  of  various  Executive  Coun- 
cils. In  the  winter  quarter  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents approved  an  increase  in  the  S.A.  fee 
for  the  following  academic  year.  The  spring 
quarter  saw  the  greatest  improvements  with 
a  revised  budget,  longer  KCC  hours,  and  a 
change  in  the  Ex  Comm  structure.  The  year's 
greatest  achievement  came  on  March  29 
with  the  ratification  of  the  S.A.  Constitution. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  ten  years  that  an  S.A. 
Constitution  has  been  approved  by  both  the 
Board  of  Regents  and  the  Student  Body  as  a 
whole. 

This  work  could  not  have  been  done  if  it  were 
not  for  the  long  hours  of  meetings  and  work 
done  by  a  group  of  dedicated  Ex  Comm 
officers,  senators,  and  administrators  com- 
mitted to  the  highest  levels  of  education  and 
student  life  that  is  possible.  The  challenge  lies 
ahead  to  keep  this  spirit  alive  in  years  to 
come.
